ment of the Choctaw Nation out of Ilia 
hands. 
It is reported that about 200 fullblood 
Choctaws are camped IO miles northeast 
of here, aud that they armed and in an 
ugly mood. 
II is reported that the fullblood Chero- 
k«*es are preparing to rise up against tho 
white people, aud Indians who are fa­ 
vorable toward opening the country to 
whip* settlement. The fullblood Creeks 
are up in a n u s and are making ready 
for war against the treaty Indians aud 
noncitizen white p eo p le.
